Wonderful Scales. 


The grand balance or scale used in 


the Bank of England IB probably the i 
most wonderful piece of mechanism to , 
be seen anywhere. It stands about 
seven feet high and weighs probably 
two tons. This scale is so perfectly 
adjusted that It can weigh a grain of 
dust or 400 pounds of gold. A postage 
stamp placed on one of the two weigh- 
ing portions will move the index six 
inches. If the weight placed upon the 
scale is beyond its capacity an electric 
bell is set ringing, tbe machine declin- 
ing to execute a task of which it is In- 
capable. 


Arnenlc Found In Animal*. 


Chemically tested, the tissues of a 


wide variety of animals, from mam- 
mals down to the sponges, have given 
evidence of the presence of arsenic in 
small quantities—one might more cor- 
rectly say mere traces—but still show- 
Ing the actual existence of the metal. 
Tbo explanation given is tbat arsenic 
itself is an element entering into the 
innate composition of living matter. It 
is also shown tbat arsenic is chiefly to 
be detected in tbe external or skin tis- 
sues, while an additional fact of Inter- 
est credits some sea plants with exhib- 
iting this substance. 


A Jfeir Moonstone. 


A new form of moonstone having 


crystals of red graphite, which in some 
positions give it the appearance of sun- 
stone, has been discovered in North 
Carolina. 


Acetylene Rendered Harmle«». 


By a recent invention it is believed 


that acetylene can be used for public 
and private illumination without any 


explosion, even if tbe gas is 
to the test of an electric 


spark. To obtain this result tbe stor- 
age cylinder is packed with asbestus or 
brick disks, tbe latter of 80 per cent 
porosity and filled with acetone. The 
acetylene is then pumped into the cyl- 
inder or tank under a pressure of ten 
atmospheres. It is found that the ace- 
tone dissolves or absorbs tbe acetylene 
to tbe extent of a hundredfold the 
mathematical capacity of the cylinder. 


Rare Collection of Plants. 


Through the liberality of George W. 


Perkins of Xow York an expedition was 
sent by tbe New York botanical garden 
to Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. 
The expedition has secured 12,000 spec- 
imens of over 2,000 species of plants. 
A third of the specimens are marine 
plants.

Scarlet Fever Serum. 


The scarlet fever serum of Dr. Moser 


of Vienna is obtained from horses 
which bare been injected vvitli a mix- 
ture of germ cultures from various scar- 
Jot fever cases. Although still Imperfect 
and dillicult to obtain, the serum has 
been under test for two years and lias 
proved to have a specific curative val- 
ue, giving speedy improvement and 
preventing death If injected on tho first 
or second day of the disease. The sup- 
ply bas been insufficient for all patients 
at tbe testing hospital, yet the mortali- 
ty In -100 eases was reduced to U ss than 
10 per rent, the average at other hos- 
pitals of the town being more than 13 
per cent. 


Coffee nnd Mnlnrln. 


Dr. L. Ilestrepo of Medellin, Colom- 


bia, South America, about a year ap"* 
announced tbat he had discovered in 
the husk of tlie ordinary eoffeo bean n 
drug which was even more powerful in 
Its curative effects on ninlurln than IH 
quinine.

This, 
of course, 5s not the iwint- under which 
the patent wa>> obtained, but is> derived 
froiu tL<; character of the work the ma- 
chine will do. 


"It is claimed by the inventor, and 


we have practically proved the state- 
mer't, tbat one machine will clean as 
many salmon as seven Mongolians. Ths 
ilsli are fc<! into tie mechanism bead 
first, and by an ingenious system of 
knives their heads are cut off and their 
bodies split open. A stream of water 
operated uudtr a high pressure cleans 
the fish as they pass through the vari- 
ous parts of the apparatus, and a set of 
revolving brushes completes this por- 
tion of the work. ' 


••There is practically no limit to the 


quantity of fish that such a machine 
will clean in one day, and, while its 
operation was not perfect in the past 
season, still the defects were minor 
ones and will all be remedied by next 
summer. In fact, tt is probable that by 
the time the salmon commence running 
again a machine will be invented that 
will perform every part of the butcher- 
ing and cleansing work which is now 
done by the Chinamen. Under these 
circumstances a salmon will not be 
touched by band after it is once started 
down the shoot to the first machine." 


A" SUBMARINE.

celluloid for preparations of lead and 
antimony and gives an admirable re- 
production from all kinds of plates and 
blocks. 


Painting by u.-!ng compressed air to

gesellschaft, at Altdamni, near Stettin. 
Tbe spinning of TvooJ pulp or cellulose 
is the patented invention of Gustav 
Turk, manager of the cellulose works 
at "VSX'sun on tbe Rhine, and Dr. Carl 
Kellner of Vienna. If it is taken into 
consideration tbat tbe process itself is 
considerably cheaper than tbe usual 
method of making yarn; tbat even tbe 
shortest animal or vegetable fibers can 
thereby be easily spun into yarn, and 
that tlie price of the best quality of 
"wood pulp is only about one-third of 
tbat of ordinary cotton, the advantages

FOR HEAT AND LIGHT. 


Fnlqne Generator tbe Invention of « 


Mamaelinsett* Man. 


A heat generator and lamp combined 


is the invention of a Massachusetts 
man to take the place in some degree 
of grates or fireplaces. 


The invention is practically a radia- 


tor that gathers up the rising beat rays 
from the flame of a lamp and distrib- 
utes them about the room instead of al- 
lowing them to rise vertically to the 
ceiling. The circulation of tbis heated 
ah- also produces a current which 
draws the air in the room and brings 
it into contact with the hot surface of 
the generator, thus further increasing 
the radiation of warm air. 


The generator is built up from a se- 


ries of thin metal plates, with an open- 
ing at the bottom for the insertion of a 
lamp chimney. It is supported on the 
lamp by a vertical post and projecting 
arm, tbe latter being hinged to permit 
the heater to be elevated for tbe pur- 
pose of removing the lamp. 


As the sleeve which carries the sup- 


porting arm is adjustable on the post a 
lamp of any size can be used, and, as 
there is no connection between the 
chimney and the generator, the lamp 
can be instantly removed if the owner 
•wishes. 


RAILROADING 


On the experimental railroad built by 


the German government between Ber- 
lin and Zossen a new type of express 
train is to be tested some time this 
year, says a writer in tbe Youth's Com- 
panion, The specifications require tbat 
tbe train shall maintain a speed of sev- 
enty-four and a balf miles an bour for 
three consecutive hours. 


In order to diminish tbe air resist- 


ance as much as possible tbe entire 
train, including tbe locomotive, will be- 
inclosed in a shell of sheet steel, jointed 
so as to secure flexibility in rounding 
curves, uniform in size from end to 
end and presenting no projections to 
catch the air. 


The front of the engine will bc-wedge 


shaped, and the wheels will r.'.l be of 
tbe disk instead of the spoketl patterns 
and. will be inclosed as far as possible 
by the protecting sbeatb. Steam is to 
be the motive power, tbe previous ex- 
periments having shown tbat electric 
motors at high speeds unduly strain tbe 
track. 


Railroad* Built In 1902.

railroads were built last year. These

Here is one cwa.-emeuce w? have 


found very simple and satisfactory ia 
this line, says an American Cultivator 
writer. We take two pieces of half 
Inch steam pipe, each lifteeu inches 
long, and thread with a die both ends 
of one piece and one end of the other, 
then join tbe two with a threaded el- 
bow and a coupling turned on to the 
other threaded end. Then a close 
fitting rubber calf nipple, that can be 
bought most anywhere, pulled cu over 
the coupling till it closes in behind it, 
completes tbe feeding tube. All that 
is needed now is to drive a staple of 
right size ft>c the pipe to slide easily 
through, so that when the pail iii which 
the iiulk is placed is where it is want- 
ed the end of the pipe extending down- 
ward from the staple \vill just reach 
the bottom of the pail. Then the nip- 
ple end will swing freely from one side 
to the other, while its relation to the 
bottom of the pail will not change. 
Yon have now one of the best suction 
feeders to be found; nothing compli- 
cated, but little trouble to keep clean 
and practically indestructible. With a 
good sized hole In the nipple you can 
feed a gruel in addition to milk if de- 
sired, and we have seen good calves 
raised on the gruel alone. 


A Good Call Feed. 


I will give here the recipe for mak- 


ing a feed that will be richer by anal- 
ysis than new milk and fed careful- 
ly will make big calves without a gal- 
lon of milk after the first three days. 
Take twenty pounds of wheat flour 
middlings, ten pounds corn flour, one 
pound flaxseed meal, one pound fine 
salt, one and a half pounds fine bone 
flour and 110 pounds (fifty-five quarts) 
water, warm enough to make it 1QO 
degrees when ready to feed. This can 
be fed through the calf feeder we have 
described by thoroughly stirring and 
being sure the hole in the nipple is of 
reasonable size. As this is richer than 
new milk, care should be exercised in 
feeding not to scour the calf. It can 
be successfully used at any age up to 
six. or nine months and then, if desired, 
fed dry. It is 'a genuine pusher. Our 
directions when the calf is in normal 
average condition are: First two weeks, 
morning and night, two quarts each 
feed; noon, one quart; third and fourth 
•weeks, three quarts morning and night; 
noon, handful of hay and small hand- 
ful of cornmeal or oats, tlry; fifth and 
sixth weeks, three and a half quarts 
morning and night, hay and meal or 
oats at noon or runs in shady grass 
lot; seventh and eighth 
v weeks, four 


quarts morning and riight, with what 
cornmeal and oats he will eat at noon 
with hay or grass.
